Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  health  and 
environmental  matters  for  the  year  1971,  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Department  of  Health  & Social  Security, 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  at  14,5  is  lower  than  that  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a whole, .of  the  total  births  in  the  district, 

4.1%  were  illegitimate. 

The  Death  Rate  at  9.4  compares  with  11.6  for  England  and 
Wales-  The  greatest  cause  of  death  was  ischaemic  heart  disease  which 
accounted  for  25%  of  the  deaths. 

There  was  a most  significant  fall  in  the  notifications  of 
infectious  diseases  which  was  due  mainly  to  a reduction  in  measles 
to  11  notifications.  I believe  it  is  reasonable  to  state  that 
vaccination  against  measles  is  responsible  for  this  reduction. 

There  were  11  cases  of  infectious  hepatitis,  mainly  from  one 
parish . 

Routine  vaccination  of  infants  against  smallpox  was  discontinued 
during  the  year.  It  was  considered  that  due  to  the  marked  decrease 
of  the  disease  throughout  the  world,  there  was  a diminishing  liklihood 
of  outbreaks  in  this  country  to  such  an  extent  as  to  render  unreasonable 
the  continuation  of  routine  smallpox  vaccination. 

This  report  includes  an  account  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  in  the  sphere  of  environmental  control  and  refuse  collection. 

May  I express  my  thanks  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  to 
members  of  the  department  and  to  the  Clerk  and  other  Officers  for  their 
valued  co-operation.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  work  done  by 
your  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year  1971, 

On  the  cleansing  front  the  year  was  marked  by  the  introduction 
of  an  incentive  bonus  scheme^  After  eight  months  preparatory  work 
the  scheme  was  implemented  on  1st  February,  1971.  The  teams 
operating  in  two  urbanised  areas  agreed  reluctantly  to  try  out  the 
scheme  and  after  a trial  period  of  three  months,  flatly  refused  to 
continue.  The  rounds  were  rechecked  and  the  discrepancies  were 
resolved,  although  one  team  has  never  really  been  happy  to  this 
day.  In  the  meantime,  two  further  urbanised  areas  were  put  on 
bonus  and  from  the  onset,  worked  extremely  well. 

My  impression  of  Incentive  Bonus  Schemes  is  that  they  could 
be  considered  ideal  if  there  is  an  inefficient  service  from  the 
onset.  The  Bingham  R,D,C  is  proud  of  its  refuse  collection  service 
and  considers  it  to  be  as  good  as  any  other.  The  Council's  belief 
in  its  service  was  justified  by  the  fact  that  no  reduction  in 
either  operatives  or  vehicles  was  recommended  and  the  work  load  of 
each  team  is  now  almost  the  same  as  previously.  The  work  is  now  being 
done  in  shorter  time  with  increased  pay,  but  I fear  that  the  quality  of 
work  may  ultimately  suffer. 

An  experimental  round  serving  isolated  properties  using 
plastic  bin  liners  and  three  ton  high  sided  lorry  was  implemented 
and  proved  to  be  very  satisfactory  as  a time  and  money  saver. 

Following  this  result  a bin  liner  scheme  was  extended  to  rounds  5 
and  6 (country  rounds)  and  a saving  in  labour  of  two  men  was 
achieved. 

The  department  received  a number  of  complaints  during 
the  year  concerning  the  smell  from  maggots  and  pigs.  It  is 
assumed  by  the  general  public  that  a Local  Authority  has 
power  to  stop  any  'offensive  trade'  process  from  functioning 
immediately,  when  in  their  opinion,  a smell  nuisance  arises. 

In  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  it  is  a defence 
if  a person  causing  the  nuisance  has  adopted  "the  best 
(known)  practical  means  of  preventing  or  mitigating  the 
nuisance"  and  when  serving  a notice,  the  means  of  preventing 
the  nuisance  must  be  stated.  In  my  opinion  All  offensive 
processes  should  be  controlled  by  annual  licence,  and  where 


"best  practicable  means"  are  not  adopted  by  the  manufacturer  or 
processor,  the  Local  Authority  should  have  the  power  to  revoke 
the  licence,  provided  of  course,  that  adequate  legal  safeguards 
are  given. 

The  burning  of  straw  on  fields  has  been  the  cquse  of  a 
number  of  complaints  - it  may  well  be  argued  it  is  an  economical 
measure  used  by  farmers  to  help  produce  cheap  food.  I am  sure 
straw  mixed  with  farm  manure  would  be  far  more  beneficial  to 
land  in  the  long  term  rather  than  short  term  economy. 

Tipping  commenced  on  14th.  April,  1971  on  the  new  Barnstone 
Tip,  In  July,  1971,  following  the  heavy  June  rains,  it  was 
unfortunate  that,  due  to  excessive  water  pressure,  the  side  bund 
burst  releasing  a considerable  amount  of  sulphiding  lifquer  into 
water  pumped  into  the  dykes.  This  caused  the  poisoning  of  fish 
in  the  hearby  river.  I have  no  doubt  that  the  permission  which 
was  given  to  dump  potatoes  affected  this  situation,  but  nevertheles 
I feel  that  sulphides  would  have  been  produced  in  great 
quantities  from  the  amount  of  vegetable  matter  contained  within 
the  existing  refuse. 

Remedial  works  for  controlling  this  problem  were  implemented 
by  the  Council  spraying  and  of  aerating  the  polluted  water  onto 
the  adjacent  farmlands.  This  purifying  system  will  continue  during 
and  after  tipping  is  completed  at  Barnstone. 

Routine  inspections  continued  throughout  the  year  observing 
food. premises,  offices  and  shops,  caravan  sites|  etc., 

I wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department,  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  to 
all  members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  support  and 
encouragement.
